The killing of Kelliher wag the cli- 
max of another of Chicago's intermin- 
able labor quarrels. Kelliher was the 
compatriot of Cornelius Shea, who once 
controlled the teamsters’ union. In 
1904 Shea tied up all Chicago industry 
by calling a strike of teamsters. For 
weeks he was “Czar” Shea. In later 
years Shea has grown fat and ham- 
pered in his-labor activities. He or- 
ganized the Theater Janitors’ union. 
This organization, subsidiary to the 
Motion Picture Operators’ union, man- 
deed by Thomas Maloy, Shea has been 
sharing with Kelliher.

New. York, Feb. 18.—[Special-]— 
Twenty-two violently, insane patients 
fought against rescue and perished in 
a fire which destroyed part of the Man- 
hattan state hospital 6n Ward's island 
early this morning. 

Three attendants died in the flames 
because they tarried too long for their 
own safety in heroic efforts to drive 
their maniacal charges to safety. 

Three of the patients who died were 
| ex-soldiers who were shell shocked .In 
France, They were Vincent Del Bene, 
James R. Hines of Manhattan, and 
Frank Fromberg of Brooklyn. 

Of a group of ninety inmates in one 
ward, sixty-eight were finally dragged 
out alive after they had fought, kicked, 
bit, shrieked, and even laughted at 
their rescuers. 

Fight Their Rescuers. 

All of these ninety were of the 
“homicidal, suicidal, or assaultive” 
type. A few were pyromaniacs. The 
latter screamed with childish glee as 
the scorching flames swung close. 

The entire group fought desperately. 
With the strength of madmen they 
hurled themselves upon attendants who 
were trying to herd them out of danger.

struggling desperately to break the iron 
bars, while others laughed as if hugely 
enjoying the experience.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—[{Spe- 
cial.J—The administration will make 
a determined effort this week to pro- 
cure passage of the Winslow bill re- 
storing about $45,000,000 of German 
property seized during the war to its 
owners. 

Under the terms of the bill all trusts 
of $10,000 and under would be returned 
and the alien property custodian would 
be relieved of 93 per cent of the ac- 
counts, while about woe. 000.000 of 


| German property would be retained 


pending settlement of American war 
claims against Germany. 


The bill is being opposed by two 
groups. One, led by Senator Under- 
wood (Dem., Ala.), advocates uncondi- 
tional return at once of all the seized 
property. The other group would re- 
turn none of the property pending set- 
tlement of the claims and would 
liquidate the property for satisfaction 
of such claims as fast as the awards 
are made by the mixed claims com- 
mission. 

“This bill,” said Custodian Miller, 
“was originally proposed by me as 
the result of a thorough study of the 
entire situation, and in June, 1922, was 
approved by the President.

CALLED “PINK TEAS” 


In an attack upon wrestling as prac- 
iced in the Big Ten conference, Prof. 
“lmer E. Jones, director of the school 
of education at Northwestern univer- 
sity, charges that these wrestling 
matches are nothing more than pink 
tea affairs, with the pep, virility, skill, 
and science taken out. 

He attacked, in particular, rule 8, 
section 5, which follows: ‘To earn 
a decision-at the end of a twelve min- 
ute bout, a contestant must have an 
advantage of one minute in time be 
hind his opponent.” 

“ All interest in wrestling is lost by 
the adoption of this ridiculous rule,” 
Prof. Jones declared. ‘“ College wrest- 


ling has become effeminate. At North- 
western we are disgusted with it. | 


No Chance for Skill. 


“There is no chance now for a dis- 
play of skiil. Wrestling in the confer- 
ence is a dead sport. Twelve minutes 
of wrestling is too much of a strain 
on college boys. If they wrestle hard 
they cannot stand it. But now there 
is no incentive to wrestle hard, none 
to make a man try skillful holds. This 
rule is crazy.” 

The director is no novice at wrest- 
ling. He was wrestling coach at Uni- 
versity of Indiana where for three 
vears they produced teams that won 
the conference title. He previously 
had won the heavyweight contest from 


Yale when he wrestled for Columbia 
where he was heavyweight champion. | 
He also was heavyweight champion of 
the New York A. C. For some time 
Prof. Jones was champion of the In- 
Wrestling association. 


“Bucking Broncho Contests.” 
“TIT am sick of it,” he said. “ Wrest-
